E. the Governor who agreed to let 
the Society take over the building 
ate nominal rent of $50 6 mootb. 
The ‘jualificationa for admittance 
are thas perac a should be aged and 
poor. There are 72 beda altogether 
all of them filled, the proportion 
being 12 man to 60 waman. The 
ages vary from 60 to 97. The 
institutiun is controlled by a sister- 
in-charge (Mother Clementina).

There = institutians 
olten receive aged persons who, on 
being cured ot their Giseases, are 
found to be utterly destitute.

Drastic Economies Needed. 
Tho precerious financial situa- 

tion in the Philippines has caused 

drastia cuts in the estimated ex- 
penditure. of the Government, 

which is attempting to save 20,- 

000,000 #esos and to increase the 

debt limit to 50,000,000 pesos. 

Jo arecont telegram tothe War 
Department, General Wood and 
Mr. Forbes urged an im- 
madiate increase in tbe debs 
Vimit as the only means .of 
tiding the Government over 
the emergency. Similar recom- 
mendations had been made pre- 
viousty by Gavernor Yeater. The 
Wood-Forbes cable stated that the 
Government was facing bank- 
ruptcy, and, apparently as a res t 
of their message, tho House of 
Representatives at once passed a 
Bill raising the debt limit from 
15,000,000 to 30,000,000 pesos. 
Recent Press desnatches stated 
that the measuce would ba rushed 
through the Senate. According 
to Governor Yoater, an attempt 
will be made to amend the Bill 
so as to raise the total debt limis 
to 50,000,000 pesos. _ 

BONUSES NO MORE. 

It is intimated that the 10 per 
cent. boous which has been paid 
to Government emplovees will 
probably be cut off. The bonus 
was formerly 15 per cent. but was 
recently reduced by one tbird 
The dominaat party appears to be 
raluctant to cut bonuses, as the 
nex: elections are looming up, 
but i: is genorally believed that 
the. reduction will have ta be 
mide.

THE WHITE MAN AND 
HIS RIVALS. 


An Asiatic Stady. 


Dean Inge bas a remarkable 
article inthe Quarterly Heview,o: 
the * White Man and His Rivals“ 
He conterds that the Christian 
nations would be overwhelmed 
by the natio.s of the East ina 
combat cf East versus West, 
because the East is more ruthless 
and less homane. The following 
are passages from this article. 

The turn of the tide whicb Las 
now brought nearly the’ whole 
world under the political control 
of the European racea began witb 
two feata.of naval enterprise. In 
1492.Columbus, while seeking a 
wes‘'ero route to the East Indie-, 

anded on one of the Bahama 
Islands; and two years later 
| Vasco de Gama rounded the Cape 
of Good Hope and crossed the 
indian Ocean to Calicut. The 
blockade of Europe by the Moslam 
was brokeo, and the, Atlantic 
teriod of history, which tothe 
future historian will be as distinct 
an epoch as the Mediterranean 
period, began. Almost sim- 
ultaneously with thesediscoveries 
the Moors were finally driven 
from Spain; the tide of Moslem 
conquest Had begun to ebb froa 
its Western high-water mark. 
In 1519-1521 the most wonderful 
of all voyages brought the crew of 
Mageibaes tothe Philippines from 
Patagonia. From that time the 
white map hasbeen at beme on 
every ocean.

It wes-not however, till the in- 
dustrial revolution in the reign of 
George III, that the overwbelm- 
ing predominance of the European 
declared itself.

Ne 
doubt,it may become & military 
danger in the future, if tbe 
whites persist in excluding tbe 
yellow and the brown races by 
violence, from the half-ompty 
territories in which they desire 
to settle. If the white man is 
determined to throw the sword 
into the scales of peacefol com- 
petition, his rivals will 
compelled at Jast to vindicate 
their rights by war. Bot at 
present the brown man will not 
take up arms except to obtain 
self-government for himself in 
his home, and this he is likely to 
obtain from Great Britain with- 
ont fighting. . 

Under a regiment of peace, 
free trade, and unrestricted 
migration the coloured races 
would outwork, underlive, aud 
eventually exterminate the 
whites. The importance of this 
fact cannot be exaggerated. .

FOR FIREWOOD. 


Secret of Much-nailed Wooden 
War Idol, ; 
FROM THE “ DAILY CHRONICLE“

Germany's war glories pass, 
one by one, each to a different 
fate, 

Students burn regimental co- 
lours rather than see them re 
stared to thoge from whom they 
were taken. The other day the 
“ Lazy Grete,” the great French 
gun captured in 1870, which stood 
for half a ceantory down at the 
foot of Unter den Linden, went 
home again.

You remember the “ Iron Hin- 
denburzg,” of course, writes the 
Daily Chranicte correspondent at 
Berlin. This great wooden statue 
of the field-marshal was erected 
during the war at the end of Ber- 
lin’s Avenue of Victory. The idea 
was to cover it with a coating of 
nails, and for the privilege of driv- 
ingin a nail asmal! charge was 
made for war charities, - 4 
. But people got tired of the busi- 
ness, just as they got tired of the 
war, The statne was uever 
entirely covered with its coating 
of iron. While two artists con- 
ducted «x long struggle in the 
courts regarding the honour of 
having first thought of the statue 
the grim, ungainly efisy rusted 
and rotted 

When ali Germany's Wilhel- 
mian war idols fell, this one, most 

ragic ofell, stood. Even the re- 
volutionaries of November 1918 
had not the heart to pull it down. 
Perbaps it was because, ofall the 
men of the old regime, this man 
it represented kept his head, at 
least, in the flood of change. 


Bot it was always an eyesore; 
and one night, a year ago, it was 
quietly rercoved., No one knew 
what had become of it. No one’ 
asked. There -were no questions 
in Parliament. The thing re- 
mained a secret until the appear. 
ance the other day ofan advertise- 
ment in @ Berlin paper an- 
nouncing that the statue was to 
be sold for firewood.

merce Nate tha following analy. 
sis of Japan's naval prepara- 
tions — 

.. Tha.position of the Japanose 
Government in ‘tegard to dis- 
armament is somewhat equivo- 
eal. But there is nothing 
equivocal about the apparent 
desire of Japan to possess the 
strongest navy in the warld. The 
palicy prompted ‘by auch a desire 
seems to external observatian to 
be as ruinous as it ia uncalled 
for, and one of the good results 
of such a conference as that for 
which Senator Borsh’s resolu- 
tion provides would be to elicit 
an intelligible: explanation from 
Japan asto the purpose of the 
tremendous naval programme to 
which she stands committed, 

EN EQUALLED AMBITION, 

Taking into account the nation- 
al resources of Japan, the so- 
called sight-eight naval expan- 
sion scheme is tbe most ambitious 
ever undertaken in time af peace 
by any modern nation, It im- 
poses on the Japanese people an 
effort greater than thas of Ger-. 
many in 1914 when her war pre- 
parations reached their maximum. 
In fighting power it aims at plac- 
ing Japan nearer the United 
States than Germany was to E 
land in 1914. It proposes to make 
Japan the equal if not the superi- 
or of Americain naval power and 
will relegate the British navy as 
it stands to-day definitely to the 
third place. 

The éight-eight programme 
provides that Japan must have 
sight soperdreadnoughbtsand eight 
battle-cruisers, all less than eight 
years old. It was at first assum- 
ed that this programme included 
atleast four of the superdread- 
noughts in the present Japanese 
navy and four of the present 
battle-cruiser fleet. But, as a 
matter of fact, these ships are 
relegated to the second line, al- 
though to-day there are no finer 
fighting ships afloat. 

The four superdreadnoughts 
shortly to receive a subordinate 
rating are larger than apy in the 
British navy. the four battle- 
cruisers are the equal of the Brit- 
ish Tiger and larger than the 
Repulse acd Renowr. The first 
two of the cight new battle-cruis- 
ers have just been s‘arted, their 
keels having been Iaid ia De- 
cember. They are designed tobe 
the equal of the British Hood and 
the American battle-cruisers of 
the Lexington class 43,000 to 45,- 
000 tons in displacernent, carry- 
ing 16-inch and possibly 18-inch 
guns and having a speed 3354 
knots, 

BRITISH AND AMERICAN NAVIES. 

The wortd is asked to believe by 
the Japanese Premier and the 
Japanese Ambassador in London 
that all this prodigious naval pre- 
paration is to defend the coast 
and the commerce of Japan, and 
nothing more. But there ought 
to be some correspondence be- 
tween the volume of « nation’s 
oceanborne commerce or the 
tonnage of the ships that carry it 
and the relative strength of her 
fighting fleet. . 

Now Japan's merchant marine 
is approximately only one-fifth 
that ofthe United Kingdom and 
ane-fourth that of tha United 
States. Further, Japan's foreign 
trade is to that of the United 
Kingdom as 1 to 3}4 and to that 
of the United States as I to 614. 
Yet Japan is planning to build » 
navy equal to that of the United 
States to, protect one-fourth as 
much merchant shipping and less 
than one-sixth aa much foreign 
commerce. and proposes greatly 
to surpass, the British navy to 
protect one-sixth as much mer- 
chant. shipping and a little over 
one-fourth as much foreign trade’ 


peri : 
as did cha German fleet from the 
German Imperial Treasury in the 
last yaar af peace. : 
Not only in proportion to in-.. 
come but also in actual cash 
Japan is spending nearly five 
times as much as Germany pro 
posed tospend in 1914-15. Reduce 
the German naval estimates of 
that year to yen, and the German, 
caval budget figures are Y110- -; 
500,000, whila-the Japanese naval - 
budget of 1921-22 reaches’ the 
astounding total: af ¥.535,780,000, 
If AMERICA WERE TO IMITATE -

“A comparison of tho ratio of 
naval expansion programmes to 
national wealth brings ont still’ 
more strongly the amazing charac- 
terof Japanese policy. During the 
next year Jepan will probably 
spand half as. much agnin as the 
United States in the building of | 
new warships. But it will cer- 
tainly not be claimed that -the 
Japanese Empire possesses one- - 
tenth of the wealth and resources, 
which this Rapublic can com 
mand.

The 
‘conferences in Dublin having enabled agreement ‘to be 
reached upen certain preliminary, potnts, the President of 
Dail Eireani. in reply to the Premier's imvitation to a 
conference in London. has expressed readiness “to meet and 
discuss tipon what basis such co . 
achieve a peaceful Irish settlement.” A certain reservation 
in the wording bids pause to those prone to jump at happy 
conelusions, but the great point is that Sinn Fein has 
agreed to assemble at the ven ference-table, and it may be 
observed that, despite its note vf caution. there ts a certain 
conciliatory vein. even a tone of friendliness. .that has 
been lacking in Mr. De Valera’s previous utterances. At 
anv rate, the Sipn Fein leader now gives more definite 
utterance to these better senttnents. 

Most reassuring among the outward and visible signs 
of this better spirit ts. of course. the armistice. From noon 
to-day hostilities are to cease pending the negotiations, 
Which every lover of humanity must hope means that they 
are to cease for ever. “The proctamation issued by the 
Sinn Fein President. if not entirely on the lines which most 
Britishers would wish. seems designed to carry out the 
truce. Une point to which passing allusion may be made. 
though the time has now expired. is the interval between the 
agreement aud the realisation of the ‘armistice. We have 
never been able altogether to understand why. when the 

’ armistice was reached in the great war, there should have 
been an interval of continued slaughter, though it was more 
cotaprebensible un that occasion because of the wide 
distributivn of the forces. “In the present case the agree- 
ment was arrived at on Friday. and in these days of tele- 
graph and telephone it 1s not easy to see why it should 
have required until midday to-day tonvtify the combatants. 
at least im regard to the chief districts. “here is this eon- 
solation, that the longer period for notification reduced 
the risk uf casual vullistuns. which might have proved fatal 
to a promising start. / 

“More than ene thorny problem will have to be debated, 
yet there is no question between the two sides which carmot 
be settled by reason and goodwill, Lord Henry Bentinck, 
the head of a society for promoting better relations with 
the Emerald Isle, has profiered the formula, “national 
status for Ireland, with security for the Empire.” This 
_ leaves a lot open to discussion, but suggests a working 
ground-plan. Provided only that the Irish leaders do not 
stipulate for armed forces independent of, and therefore 
liable to be antagonistic to. the Imperial Parliament. there 

. should be no insuperable obstacle to a settlement. Even 
fiscal independence might perhaps be conceded. though a 
tariff contest between Ireland and Great Britain would 
certainly not be an auspicious commencement of the new 
relationship. Toavoid this, however, should not be beyond 
the powers of statesmanship. Lord Derby has given his 
influential voice to the need, subject to one or two vital 
reservations, of a spirit. of liberality and even: of 

> gaerifice on the part of Britain. and this feeling is pro- 
bably shared by the country at large The population of 
the'Lrish capital, who “ cheered all members of the confer- 
ence impartially,’ “showed itself yery favourably disposed 
towards peace, and the Sinn Fein leaders have exhibited 
much more amenability. This circumstance has evoked a 
reciprocal attirude on part of the Southern Unionists, 
headed by Lord Midleton, and while Ulster’s feelings to- 
wards the negotiations have not been definitely revealed 
her continued participation indicates a certain. measure of 
concord, which, it is earnestly to be hoped, will not be broken 
vctisan considerations. Now that a general tendency

The Leipzig Farce. 


We were not a bit surprised to 
learn that the French were dis- 
gusted with the results of the 
Leipzig trials. Every Britisber 
ought. to have been disgusted 
long ago. After all that we 
heard: during the war of ter- 
rible German atrocities and cruel- 
ties, how these criminals were 
going to be brought to justice and 
how it was going to be demonst- 
tated that vio'ation of the laws of 
bumani:y must entail stern 
punishment, we God that the 
trials of German war criminals 
have been farcical to the very 
Hmit of absurdity. Britain—who 
helped to make such a fuss—only 
had four prisoners and the result 
of the trials was pitiful. France 
haa always felt more keenly 
about this matter and now that 
her torn has come to arraign 
ax-enemy criminals she bas found 
that the Leipzig decisions 
engender only disgust. Far better 
would it have been if there had 
been uo such thing as the trial of 
war criminals rather.tban the 
exhibition of weakness that has 
been shown. The Germans must 
be laughing at us very. very 
heartily. Of course, one always 
bas ta remernber that in wartime 
propaganda counts for a good deal 
and it may just be that when they 
have come to examine the facts of 
thesa “latrocities’.the. pres ding 
judges have found that there 
was not so very Touch in them 
afterall, We trust that that partly 
explains the sentences that have 
been imposed so far, because if 
there have been no mitigating 
factors thea the decisions of thé 
Court hava been sheerly Gilber- 
tien. Now that France has with- 
drawn her representatives we 
trust that Britain will follow suit.

Interesting Items. 
Qur Canton correspondent 


writes us regarding the fighting | 


as follaws:— 

A report from Pakhoi states 
that alldistricts in Yamchow and 
Limchow have fallen, and that 
the Cantonese troops there, over 
ted thousands strong. have either 
surrendered, deserted or dispersed. 
The remainder, about 100 anda 
few commanders, have taken re- 
fuge in the gunboat Kwong Yuk, 
which is anchored outside Pak- 
hoi harbour. 


Headquarters, on receiving a 
report that the Kwoogsi troops 
near Kochow ara 
northward with the inteation of 
attacking ‘the Cantonese troops 
on the west river from the rear, 
has despatched a strong force to 
intercep: them. 


An official report from Wuchow 
states that the Cantonese troops 
have captured Yungksin with 2 
field guns and 11 machine guns, 
also 100 prisoners. The Kwangsi 
troops have retreated to Hoksin. 


At a meeting called by the 
Minister of Finance and the 
Provincial Tressurer the rich 
gentry and merchants were per- 
suaded to subscribe one million 
doltars for military expenses. 
The phraso’” military expenses” 
bas been cb’ aged to “ relief fgnd 
for refugees.”

(addressed to “commander in chief 
Chin”) have been destroyed. Itis 
believed that . the official 
is Chiu Tak-yu, coma:ander 
of the Yunnan trgops in the Hoi 
Hong district of Luichow, and 
that those who called” on him 
every day were “bis icferiors 
demanding woney. 

Owing to the document taken 
to Macao by a: representative 
from the Canton Goverament’'ior 
the reshipment of the ammuni- 
tion back to Canton instead of 
transhipping it to Hoihow, not 
being in proper form, the 
request has been temporarily 
refused. Owing to the. 
dangerous nature of the 
ammunition it has been trans- 
ferred to the Government arsenal, 
at Macao.

BELGIOM AND LUXEMABURG. 


With reference to a despatch 
received & few days azo in which 
it was announced that an agree- 
ment ‘had been arrived at in 
Brussels by which Belgium 
replaces Germany as the protector " 
of Luxemburg, the Belgian 
Winister at Tokio has given the 
following explaoation: : “The 
term Protectorate,” he said, 
“requires some explanation. The 
facts are that before the war 
‘Luxemburg was, by treaty. 
incladed in the German Castoms 
Unions. This state of things came 
to an end immediately after the 
war, Luxemburg having denounc- 
ed the treaty. Loxembarg has 
now entered into an economical 
arrangement with Balgium. “The 
Convention which has jast beer 
signed provides for 8 clos? com- 
m rcial, agricultoral, industrial 
aod financialunion. The Luxem- 
burg railways are to be managed 
by the Belgian State Railway 
Administration under special con- 
ditions. A joint superiorcouncil 
of the union will ba tha supervis- 
ing execotiva of fhe various 
items of the arrangement.” . 


SERICULTORE. 


According to reports on spring 
cocoons reczived by the Yoru 
harms branch of the-Dai Nippoo 
Silk .Yarn Society, there were 
comparatively few fine days anc 
the wosther was disposed towards 
coolness and unseasonableness 
daring the season, but, except in 
Shikoko, the silk worms did ug’ -- 
suffer much charm. This year’s 
output 3s put at 3,157,624 koku as 
cormpared with that of last year, 
totalling 3,159,102 koka—only a 
small decrease of 21,478 koku
